The following particulars respecting openings for and possibili- 

ties of extension of trade in Mexico are taken from a report 
received by the United States Government from their Special 
Agent in Mexico City :— 
There is only one important iron and steel factory in the Republic, 
and that is in the city of Monterey. This has an 
output which comprises steel work, rails, and 
structural products. As a consequence the 
machinery requirements of the mining, sugar, and other important 
Mexican industries must be met chiefly by foreign manufacturers. 
As regards sugar machinery, both importers and planters seem to 
favour that of British manufacture, because it is heavy and strong, 
and also because the British maker ships promptly if he so 
promises. The importation of improved sugar-making machinery 
has increased largely during the past few years, and indications 
point to a still greater increase in the immediate future. Mining 
machinery of all descriptions is in constant and increasing 
demand, the market being practically held by the United States, 
with the United Kingdom, Germany, and France each supplying a 
small percentage. The American standard of threads for piping 
and tubes is the accepted standard in Mexico; consequently 
English and German manufacturers find it hard to compete. 

The following facts regarding the classification of machinery 
should be noted by exporters :—When goods specified in the tariff 
and shipped with machinery or industrial apparatus, as accessories

of the same, are exported to Mexico in quantities exceeding the 
amount necessary for starting such machinery or apparatus, the 
corresponding Customs duty will be applied on the excess. Also, 
when machinery worked by hand power is shipped, the fact of such 
operation should be stated in the invoice, as machinery of this 
kind is charged a higher rate of duty than that which is worked 
by steam, horse, or water power. 


The furniture market in Mexico is one of promise, and goods of 
high grade are demanded by the trade, with 
Furniture. oak as the favoured wood. Roll-top desks, 
tubles, book-cases, bedroom furniture, &c., of 
this wood find ready sales. In upholstered goods those of 
European manufacture have long held the trade. There are only 
four furniture factories in the Republic, and they use, besides 
native oak and cedar, oak, elm and cottonwood imported from the 
United States. In shipping furniture to Mexico, exporters should 
give on the invoice full details regarding the same, 1.e., the kind of 
wood and the kind of upholstering material, whether cotton, wool, 
silk or a mixture of these. 


New sanitary laws of strict import have been passed recently, 
forcing upon house builders the purchase of 
sanitary appliances of all kinds. Hence, there 
is a good demand for these appliances and 
fittings, both metallic and porcelain, and indications point to an 
increase of the trade.

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Colombia.— Writing on the subject of British trade in Colombia. 
H.M. Minister at Bogota says :-— 

‘‘ Applications are very frequently received from the United 
Kingdom respecting agencies in Bogoté, and it is often difficult to 
send satisfactory replies. Some British firms appear to think that 
agents can be found who will accept all risks and will engage to 
hand over all or nearly all the possible profits to their principals ; 
but in this country it is impossible to do business on such a basis. 
Commission houses introduce their wares to the Bogota market 
through resident and travelling agents. The former, if suitable 
ones can be found, possess certain advantages, for they are better 
acquainted with the place and people, and it is by no means easy 
to obtain full information respecting any but the best local firms 
in a short time. It should be noted, however, that there are no 
British business houses here, and that it is unwise for British 
firms to employ foreigners who are or may be agents for competing 
firms of their own nationality. 

“Very few British commercial travellers now come to Bogoti. 

British trade suffers in competition on this account, for the 
presence of good travellers is not only necessary in order to inform 
the houses at home of the changes in the requirements of clients and 
in the standing of houses here, but it also facilitates the sale of 
goods. Even a house having a resident agent here gains something 
by sending out a traveller from time to time, for merchants prefer 
to deal with the man who arrives fresh from Europe with fresh 
ideas. If trade has been bad in some special line a good traveller 
can often revive it, and for want of such men we often lose ground. 
On the other hand, resident agents can represent several non-com- 
peting houses, and in this way expenses are reduced; moreover, 
their pattern rooms may lead clients in one line of business to order 
goods in another. 

“There are comparatively few British firms that export goods to 
Bogota, and these do so principally from Manchester, Birmingham, 
Leeds, and Glasgow. As might be expected, their shipments con- 
sist mainly of cotton goods, hardware, woollen goods, sewing cotton 
and machinery. 

“In grey cloth Manchester holds the Bogoté market, for there 
is no local manufacture, and the small output of native factories in 
other places is consumed at the several points of production. Grey 
drills are imported from the United States, made in pieces of 40 
yards, weighing some 12 lb. . . . This diagonal drill is one of 
the principal imports of cotton goods from the United States, and 
has not been imitated successfully in the United Kingdom or 
anywhere else; a great quantity of it is consumed here. 

‘‘ Bleached goods are imported almost exclusively from the 
United Kingdom, as Manchester is able to meet the requirements 
of the Bogota market in this line. Small quantities do, however, 
come from the United States. Their ‘makes’ are of good 
qualities, 19 by 22 and upwards, and are of heavy yarns, but they 
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do not rival the Manchester goods in finish. The favourite finish 
here is the soft finish, and the old starchy ones are fast disappearing 
from the market. There is very little demand for Croydons, but 
orders for sheetings (light makes) have increased. 

‘‘Manchester has to meet a growing competition in printed 
cotton goods from many parts of the world. German prints have 
not, it is true, been a success, but United States prints were intro- 
duced at a time when, owing to heavy crops of cotton, very large 
stocks were to be had for export at less than cost price ; they held 
the market for some time, but their competition afterwards 
slackened, and exists chiefly owing to the fact that commission 
agents in the United States can furnish supplies at short notice 
and cheap prices froin stocks in hand, but greater trouble is taken 
in the United Kingdom with regard to packing and compliance 
with the client's wishes, and this is fully taken into account. 
Nevertheless, the Manchester manufacturer should watch this class 
of competition, for there have been seasons when the United States 
absorbed a good share of the orders. From 1904 tothe end of 1906 
the demand diminished, but in 1907 orders have largely increased, 
as the United States have been printing red and blue patterns very 
well. ‘The prints of the United States are more or less of one 
width, viz., 26 inches, and one quality, viz., a light 16 by 18, and 
the assortment of patterns is very limited. 

“Splits are not in demand in the interior, but they are still 
introduced for the coast. Spain is very active in this line, and is 
able to supply prints of such design and finish that they compete 
with British ones of a better and more expensive quality. 

The favourite width for British prints is 26 inches; the narrower 
widths are going out, whilst the demand for 29 and 31-inch widths 
has not increased. 

‘‘In cotton suitings Manchester has to compete against Italy and 
Spain, as these countries are able to export their goods at about the 
same prices as the United Kingdom. The Manta Italiana is a drill 
which resembles woollen cloth in pattern. . . . It has displaced 
the Manchester printed moleskin and printed drills, which were 
shipped here in considerable quantities. 

‘* Woollen goods are now being imported on a large scale from 
Germany. Woollen cloth arrives from Germany in large quantities, 
imitating better qualities from the United Kingdom. Shawls are 
now imported only from Germany. . . . Mantillas, which are 
very generally worn here, come from France. ‘The material is 
usually a fine woollen fabric known as Crespon, but Jersey is also 
employed. Jritish cloth is the dearest in the market, but its 
superiority is generally recognised. 

‘Foreign firms allow a commission of 24 per cent. on woollen 
goods, whereas British ones only give 14 per cent., which is the 
same as that on cottons, a trade in which the profits are cut more 
closely. It happens, therefore, that when the agent represents both 
British and foreign firms he prefers to push the foreign article. 
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“The importation of silk is very small, and what there is is 
almost exclusively from France. 

‘‘ Linen sheets and sheetings are to be had in Bogota, but cotton 
ones are in far more general use. Shirts are imported ready- -made, 
the better qualities from the United Kingdom and inferior ones 
from Germany. There is a small trade in handkerchiefs, some of 
which are said to come from Belfast. Jute bags are imported from 
Dundee, but not in large quantities, for the native article, manu- 
factured from a species of agave, is in general use for exporting 
coffee and for other purposes. 

‘‘ Machinery for agricultural purposes is brought mostly from 
the United States. Some of the machinery required here is similar 
to that used in the Southern States, which gives the American 
manufacturer a certain advantage. It is said to be less durable 
than the British manufacture, but it is a good deal cheaper and 
lighter. Colombians will often run the risk of having to replace a 
damaged piece rather than incur a heavy initial outlay. American 
machinery is well advertised here and British very little. 

“ Mining machinery usually comes from the United Kingdom. 
Pelton wheels, which are much used, come from the United 
States. . . . Catalogues should state the smallest weights into 
which the machinery can be divided. Comparatively few places in 
Colombia can be reached without resort to mule transport, and, 
where possible, pieces should not exceed 150 lb. in weight. The 
amount of machinery, especially for mining purposes, which has 
been brought to the country and abandoned on the road would 
surprise anyone unacquainted with the mountainous parts of Latin 
America. British manufacturers are now, however, better informed 
respecting local conditions than was the case formerly, and it is 
believed here that, taking machinery as a whole, the greater part 
now comes from the United Kingdom. As soon as the railways 
now under construction or in contemplation are completed there will 
be a greatly increased demand for machinery of various kinds. 
Colombia is not suited for motor cars, and, except to a very limited 
extent, it cannot become so for many years to come. ‘here is, 
however, a project to establish a motor route and service between 
Facatativa, the terminus of the Sabana Railway, and Cambao on 
the Magdalena. At present there is no market for motors in this 
country. Locomotives and railroad material generally come from 
the United States, though most of the railway companies are 
British, with directorates established in London. 

“ Hardware from Birmingham is not as well introduced in this 
market as it should be. Many orders for cheap goods of inferior 
quality are still placed in Germany, but the better class of hard- 
ware comes mostly from the United States and has done so for 
many years. For example, the American machete, an article in 
almost universal use, holdsthe market. American tools are lighter 
in weight than British, which is no small matter for the importer

[in view of duty being chargeable on weight] Barbed wire for 
fencing, for which there is a large demand, comes almost entirely 
from the United States. HKnamelled hardware comes from Germany, 
as the quality required is inferior to that made in the United 
Kingdom. 

‘“ Boots and shoes used to be imported in large quantities from 
the United States, but, as a result of protective duties, their manu- 
facture has become one of the principal industries of Bogota. 
Nevertheless, foreign boots still find a market, but it is not so ex- 
tensive as formerly, and it is nearly monopolised by the United 
States. ' 

‘Shoe leather is imported in large quantities from Germany 
and from the United States; from the former, patent leather and 
‘English’ boot leather, from the latter, glacé, and kangaroo 
leather. : 

‘“ Although some of the materials for making native saddles are 
imported from the United Kingdom, foreign saddles come from 
France and the United States. Those from France resemble 
hunting saddles, but they are specially adapted for Colombian 
horses and journeys. The saddles from the United States are 
similar to those used in that country. A small quantity comes 
from Birmingham, and it might perhaps be increased. The British 
article is tssed as a ‘promenade’ saddle, whilst the French and 
American are more wanted for long journeys. 

‘There are match factories in the Republic, but large quantities 
of wooden and wax matches are imported, the former made in 
Sweden, the latter in Italy. 

‘“ China and glassware is mostly imported from Austria-Hungary 
and Germany. China should be of cheap quality, but, at the same 
time, of light weight. British packing for these articles is con- 
sidered the best. 

“Stationery comes mainly from Germany, and is, according to 
British ideas, of very inferior quality, but British handmade paper 
is always preferred, and it 1s only the comparatively high price 
which prevents large orders being given. 

“Patent medicines come from the United States and are adver- 
tised with great pertinacity in the local Press. 

“There, are two German breweries in Bogoté which hold the 
local market. It is stated, however, that the home manufacture 
does not keep in the hot country, and, at any rate, it is not 
generally consumed there. Both British and German (Munich) 
beer are much drunk in the low lands. 

“ . . . There is a large consumption of brandy, but whisky 
is not much used. 

‘‘Candles used to be imported on a large scale from the United 
Kingdom, but there are native factories now, and some of the towns 
are lighted by electricity ; besides the duties, which are probably 


intended to be protective, are now very heavy.” 
; ° 
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ADVERTISING IN EGYPT. 

The following particulars on the subject of the need for judicious 
advertising in Key pt on the part of British merchants and manu- 
facturers, and of the facilities available there for this purpose, are 
extracted from the January issue of the ‘‘ Journal of the British 
Chamber of Commerce” of Kyrypt :— 

In order to introduce successfully a new article on the Egyptian 
market, and to create an appreciable demand for the same, it is 
necessary now—whatever it may have been in the past—to spend 
a certain amount of money in advertising. In the hope that the 
information may be of some use to home manufacturers and mer- 
chants, the following particulars as to the various facilities which 
are available in Egypt for introducing a new article to buyers and, 
what is equally important, for keeping the same before them, are 
given : 

Posters.— Up to about three years ago, the hoarding accommo- 
dation in Alexandria for poster work was distinctly meagre. Now, 
however, hoardings are to be found all over the town, and wall 
spaces are fully utilised. 

Speaking generally, bills should be printed in French and 
Arabic: French in preference to English, Italian or Greek, because 
the first-mentioned language is undoubtedly understood by more 
people than any one of the others. 

When dealing with the subject of a poster from the point of 
view of attracting the native, it must not be forgotten that a very 
large proportion of the Arabs can neither read nor write. A dis- 
tinctive trade mark in sucha form that the native can not only 
retain it in his mind, but put a name to it, should always be used 
where possible. The native will often ask in a shop for goods 
marked in such and such a manner, this being his only method of 
describing them. The less printing there is on the poster, the 
better chance it will have of attaining the desired object. 

The following extract is taken from the tariff for the posting of 
100 bills on the principal smerny in Alexandria. The Cairo 
charges are the same :—

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It must be understood that the above rates are usually subject 
to a considerable discount, which varies according to the size of 
the order, &c. 
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Railway Hoardings.—The Egyptian State Railways let out 
advertising spaces at their stations, which are grouped into three 
classes for this purpose, the rates per annum per square metre 
being as follows :—In first class stations, P.T 60 (12s.) ; in second 
class stations, P.'T 40 (8s.) ; in third class stations, P.T 15 (3s.). 


Newspapers.—-Newspapers having a large circulation are un- 
known in Egypt, it being very doubtful whether any journal has 
a bond. fide daily sale of more than 2,000 copies. 

There is no newspaper circulating amongst the native and 
European communities, though there is one in Cairo which is 
printed half in English and half in French. With this latter 
exception, a newspaper only appeals to readers of its own nation- 
ality, and, therefore, advertisements should be written in the 
language in which the paper is printed. 

It is impossible to give any fixed rates for advertising in the 
newspapers. The two best known papers—one published in 
English and one in French—state that their charge would be 
about 1s. per inch per insertion for an advertisement appearing, 
say, three times a week for 26 weeks. In the Arabic newspapers, 
an advertisement of five lines (standard size) could appear three 
times a week for a year for, say, 12/. A similar announcement 
made once a week for 12 months would be charged at the rate of 
od. a line per insertion, though a good deal would depend on the 
bargaining powers of the would-be advertiser when discussing the 
question with the manager. It should be noted that one line in 
Arabic is equal to nearly two lines in English. 


Circulars.—This is a very favourite form of advertising, mainly 
on account of its cheapness. 1,000 printed circulars posted in 
Egypt may be sent to any part of the country in open envelopes 
for £E. 1 (11. Os. 64d.), 2.e., for a +d. each. 


Postcards,—A method which is preferable to the open envelope, 
is the printed postcard. ‘The postal rates are the same as for cir- 
culars, providing the words “ Post Card,” or their equivalents, do 
not appear on either side of the card. It is thought that postcards 
stand a much better chance of being read than the ordinary circulars. 
Special cards could easily be printed in Arabic for use amongst the 
better class natives, whilst for European work the matter, if short, 
could be done in both French and English on the same card. 


Catalogues and Price Lists—It is questionable whether this 
method is altogether satisfactory, especially when the initial ex- 
pense is borne in mind, Naturally, however, a great deal depends 
on the class of article to be pushed, and the agent in whose hands 
the matter is placed. In the case of machinery, and similar 
heavy goods, there may be a fair chance that the likely buyer may 
retain the catalogue for future reference, but, in the majority of 
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other instances, the booklet very often finds its way to the waste- 
paper basket. In this connection, it is mentioned that certain 
Parisian retail shops regularly circularise Egyptian residents, and, 
as the practice is continued, the ass»mption is that it must pay. 


Registered Post.—A somewhat novel form of advertising has 
recently made its appearance. It took the form of a circular sent 
through the post as a registered letter. The cost of each envelope 
posted in and destined for Alexandria was 8 milliémes (2d.), and, 
though much more expensive than the ordinary method, there is 
no doubt that it proved more efficacious. 


Monthly Journals.—The various Chambers of Commerce issue 
monthly journals* and accept advertisements for the same. 


Directories. — The principal directories* are ‘“ L’Indicateur 
Egyptien” and the ‘Egyptian Directory.” Both are published 
annually and are written in French. They are used as advertising 
mediums by a large number of firms. 


Travellers—There is no doubt that smart up-to-date travellers 
are becoming more and more necessary in these days of keen com- 
petition. The more languages the men know the better it will be 
for them, but, in any case, they ought to be able to speak French 
fluently. 


Tramways.—An entirely unexploited field for advertising pur- 
poses is the tramway system in Alexandria. The Tramway Com- 
pany has so far set its face against making any use of its vehicles 
for this purpose, owing partly to the question of the possible 
damage which might be done to the coaches in affixing the adver- 
tisements, &c. Perhaps, too, a sufficiently attractive offer has in 
the past not been made for the leasing of the spaces. Quite 
recently, however, one or two proposals have been made to the 
company which may possibly tend to alter the present state of 
affairs. The town system in Alexandria carried in round numbers 
13,000,000 passengers during 1905, whilst in 1906 these figures 
were increased by 2,000,000. The lines running from Alexandria 
to the Ramleh and San Stefano suburbs carried 5,800,000 people 
in 1905, and 7,500,000 in 1906.

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COTTON CULTIVATION IN THE SOUDAN. 


The following memorandum on cotton cultivation in the Soudan, 
supplied by the Soudan Agency, has been received from H.M. 
Agent and Consul-General at Cairo :— 

Land has to be bought either from the natives, or from the 
Government. Purchases from the natives are not encouraged 
as they are prone to dispose of all their land and become 
destitute. The areas of Government land suitable for cotton 
cultivation on a small scale are insignificant in size and number. 
In some special cases the Government arranges “ concessions ” on a 
large scale, comprising land over which natives have rights of 
occasional cultivation, but at present the condition of the labour 
market hardly warrants any increase in the number of con- 
cessionaires beyond those whose applications have already been 
received. 

Before an application is considered, the applicant must satisfy 
the Government that he has command of sufficient capital to 
develop the land. To ensure this, bankers’ or similar references 
are required. The amount of capital required varies with the area 
applied for and the nature of the land; &c. In the case of an 
application being received from a syndicate,.a copy of the Deed of 
Association is required showing the several interests of the 
respective parties. The concessionaire then pays a _ deposit 
which becomes forfeitable if he does not take up the con- 
cession. The Government grants the concessionaire permission 
to enter on the land, to make the necessary surveys, &c., and 
before the expiration of this preliminary period, which varies in 
length from one to two years, the concessionaire must submit a 
scheme of development to be approved by the Government. After 
the approval of the scheme of development, the concessionaire is 
granted a lease of the lands at a small rent. During this period— 
which varies according to the size of the concession—-the con- 
cessionaire must bring into cultivation a certain area each year and 
carry out specified works to the satisfaction of the Government. A 
graduated tax is levied on the land which is in itself an induce- 
ment to bring the land under cultivation as soon as possible. 
Clauses are inserted in this lease prohibiting the concessionaire 
from alienating or assigning his interest in the land without the 
written consent of the Government. 

In the case of the death or bankruptcy of the concessionaire, the 
Government reserve the power to cancel the lease and re-enter the 
property. After the period of leasing has elapsed and the con- 
cessionaire has brought the land under cultivation and fulfilled the 
— of the lease, he is given the option of purchasing the 
and. 

In the case of granting a concession to a company the Govern- 
ment’s approval is required to certain details of its formation, 
such as allotment of founders’ shares, the amount allowed for 
preliminary expenses, &c. | | 

The Government does not provide seed—it must be purchased.

The Customs duty payable on catalogues and price lists im-

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
The Board of Trade have received from the Assistant Collector of 
Customs at St. John’s a copy of the Customs 
Regulations as to Invoices which were issued 
by the Newfoundland Department of Customs 
on 2nd January, 1908. 

It is pointed out that Form 6, being a form of declaration 
prescribed to be made by an owner or exporter not resident in the 
Colony of any goods shipped to Newfoundland on consignment, is 
an amendment of the Form 6 issued in 1899, whilst Form 11 isa 
new regulation :— 

The following is the full text of the Customs Regulations 
referred to :— 

Customs’ Regulations as to Invoices. 


1. Every invoice of goods imported into Newfoundland shall be 
certified in writing as correct by the person, firm or corporation 
selling or consigning the goods, and shall truly show the whole 
and actual value of the goods in the currency of the country 
whence the goods have been exported directly to Newfoundland, 
and the quality and description of such goods, and the marks and 
numbers on the packages, in such a manner as to indicate truly 
the quantities and values of the articles comprised in each 
exportation package, all of which packages shall be legibly marked 
and numbered on the outside, when of such a character as to 
enable such marks and numbers to be placed thereon. (Form 11.) 

2. If invoices are made out at lower prices, for goods exported 
directly to Newfoundland, than the fair market value thereof when

sold for home consumption at the time and piace when and from 
which they were exported, there must be clearly shown in a 
special column, or in addition thereto, the fair market value of the 
goods described therein, as required by the Customs’ Act.

The Convention further provides for the joint examination by 
experts representing either country of the Customs administrative 
systems of both countries with a view to the removal of unnecessary 
restrictions on trade.

With reference to the notice at page 25 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” for 3rd October last. the Board of 
Trade are now in receipt of information, through 
the Foreign Office, from which it appears that 
the arrangement there referred to applied to goods re-exported to 
the Manchurian trade marts from Newchwang only. Provisional 
regulations have, however, now been drawn up, according to which 
exemption certificates may in future be issued at Tien-tsin, Antung 
and Tairen, as well as at Newchwang. ‘The new regulations pro- 
vide that all foreign goods on which import duty has been paid at 
the four places named, or native goods on which coast-trade half 
duty has been paid (unless they are to be transported into the 
interior either under Inward Transit Pass or paying duty and 
likin at Customs houses or barriers en route at the option of the 
merchant) may, if intended for transport by whatever means of 
conveyance to the newly-opened ports in Manchuria, be provided 
with a special certificate exempting them from further charges. 
The certificates are to be surrendered within two months. To 
avoid the inconvenience of a special application on each occasion, 
an annual bond may be executed and deposited with the Customs. 
The forms for bonds and applications are to be fixed by the 
Imperial Maritime Customs.

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY: 


BRITISH INDIA—BURMA. 


According to the ‘ Pioneer Mail” (Allahabad) some recent im- 
portant developments are reported in connection 
with the petroleum industry in Burma. A 
profitable outlet for benzine, manufactured in the 
country, has been discovered in Europe, and 800,000 gallons were 
shipped to Rotterdam during the last official year. This particular 
development, which promises to continue, is also likely to be greatly 
assisted by the recent decision of the Suez Canal Committee to 
rescind the regulation preventing the passage of benzine in bulk 
through the canal. Equally important is the development in

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connection with liquid oil fuel. The Burma Oil Company have 
considerably enlarged their refinery, and it is expected that large 
shipments will be made from Burma in future years. ‘The important 
work of constructing a pipe-line for the conveyance of oil from the 
oil-fields in the Magwe District to Rangoon has also been put in 
hand, and on completion is expected to result in a considerable 
increase in the output.

PORTUGUESE INDIA. 
H.M. Consul at Marmagao (Mr. R. A. Becher) reports that the 


Sieaiiiieiens discovery of manganese, referred to in his last 
stay report (see “Board of Trade Journal” of 
= oe. 31st January, 1907, p. 246), has led to con- 

siderable enterprise in mining this ore. Only a few parcels of ore 

as samples were exported up to the end of 1906, but during 1907 

some quantity of ore was exported. 
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The interesting geological formations in many parts of the 
country lead to the belief that mining enterprise in Goa should not 
stop at manganese. It is, however, regrettable that a proper 
geological survey has not been made, though enterprise in mining 
meets with every legitimate encouragement from Government. 

The concerns now working manganese mines are practically all 
British, developed by British capital. (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 3,955.)

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The United States Bureau of Manufactures announce that 
Mr. C. N. Gould, Professor of Geology at the 
State University, estimates the amount of 
gypsum in the three regions of Oklahoma 
examined, viz. : the main line of gypsum hills, second line of gypsum 
hills, and the Greer County region, at 125,800,000,000 tons. There 
are at present eight gypsum mills in operation in western Oklahoma, 
whose output runs from 40 to 100 tons per day. Coal is the fuel 
used, the greater part coming 200 to 250 miles, the price at the 
mills ranging from 4 dols. to 6°50 dols. per ton. Professor Gould 
says there is geological reason for believing that there are vast 
undiscovered deposits of gypsite in each of half-a-dozen of the 
western counties, and he is convinced, after ten years of careful 
study, that, at a conservative estimate, not 10 per cent. of the 
available gypsite deposits have yet been found.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


The ‘‘ Review of the River Plate” (Buenos Ayres) of the 3rd 
Oil Well at January states that the Minister of Agriculture 
Seiailions has received further news of the oil well at 
Dieetiate Comodoro Rivadavia (see “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 23rd January, p. 194). When the 
oil was struck at a depth of 539 metres it came to within 5 metres 
of the surface, and showed indications of coming over the surface. 
T'wo large Australian tanks were to be erected at once and a 
large number of barrels has been sent to the well for the storage 
of the oil. 
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In connection with the foregoing, it may be noted that H.M. 
Consul at Buenos Ayres (Mr. A. C. Ross) reports that it is 
estimated that the output of the well is 33 barrels of 159 litres of 
oil per day. He states that Comodoro Rivadavia is a small settle- 
ment lying near the 46th meridian of South Latitude. The site of 
the well is on national property and the Government have refused 
to give any mining licences within 15 miles of it.

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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


ITALY. 

H.M. Consul-General at Naples (Mr. E. Neville Rolfe, M.V.O.) 
reports that experiments are being tried there 
Yucca Fibre. with the view of cultivating the ‘ Yucca ricur- 
vifolia ” on a commercial basis. This plant is 
of the palm family and grows very freely in gardens as an 
ornamental shrub. After its first year it requires little or no 
cultivation, and it possesses in its long leaves a tender and very 
flexible fibre which is particularly suitable for making coarse 
canvas and cordage. In fact it would be a _ substitute for 
hemp. It seems that it would grow well in the many 
malarious districts of Italy, where cultivation is difficult and 
labour scarce. The only labour required is the annual cutting of 
the leaves, which give from 22 to 23 per cent. of weaving fibre, 
while a useful by-product is also obtained from the detritus, 
which makes excellent paper. Further, the plant reproduces 

itself, and spreads and grows freely in any kind of soil. 


The Consul-General also reports that a most important discovery 
ne for the maceration of hemp, flax and other 
Maceration of = fbrous plants has b de by Professor 
Textile Fibre. us plants has been made by Professor 
Rossi, professor of bacteriology in the Royal 
College of Agriculture at Portici, near Naples. The process is 
completely performed by the action of microbes artificially reared. 
The advantages claimed for the new process are, first, that it 
saves an enormous amount of time and labour: secondly that the 
results are much more certain, the colour being better and the 
fibre more tenacious, for the reason that the immersion is much 
shorter and that the bacilli are destroyed as soon as their work is 
done. There is consequently much less by-product, and much 
fibre, which, under the old process was made into tow, will now 
be pure fibre of the best quality. Lastly, the new process is not 
injurious to health. ‘The system has been tried with the greatest 
success on hemp, flax and ramie or china-grass. 





JAPAN. 
H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) reports 
that at a meeting of the Cotton Spinners’ 
Union held at Osaka, it was decided to shut 
down for five days (of 24 hours) in each month, 
or more, for a period of three months from the 12th January, and 
to continue the process for a fourth month if a committee, which 
was appointed, considers it necessary. This decision does not 
refer to finer counts, above 20, or to the yarn required for weav- 
ing purposes by the mills which weave as well as spin. Instead 
of stopping altogether for five days, it is permissible to stop a 
certain number of spindles as long as the same reduction in pro- 
duction is obtained. 
The meeting also appointed a committee to consider schemes 
for the improvement of the export business.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


Referring to the article on cotton cultivation in the Argentine

it may be noted that the ‘“ Moniteur Officiel du 
Commerce” (Paris) of 16th January contains a report by the 
French Consul at Buenos Ayres on the subject, in which, after 
alluding to the fact that cotton has been grown for some time in 
the provinces of La Rioja, Catamarca, Cordoba and Corrientes, as 
well as in the territories of Chaco and Missiones, he states that the 
finest quality is produced in the first two of the provinces men- 
tioned, but that cultivation cannot attain full development owing 
to the high rates of transport, especially on the railways. In 
Tucuman and Cordoba the industry will probably attain consider- 
able proportions, but it is growing the most rapidly in Chaco, 
despite the ravages of a disease called ‘“ rouja,” which attacks the 
cotton plant. The industry is but in its infancy in Corrientes, and 
in Missiones the plant suffers from the ants, and labour is also dear. 
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In the Chaco, continues the Consul, there are a large number 
of gins, which during 1907 treated about 800 metric tons of cotton, 
half of which was used in Buenos Ayres and the other half shipped, 
chiefly to Liverpool. Three small cotton manufacturing com- 
panies have combined under the designation of “Sociedad de 
Hilanderias Argentinas de Algodon,” with a capital of two million 
pesos (about 175,000/.). This Company have an important estab- 
lishment at Genéral Vedia (Chaco), about a dozen gins at Résis- 
tencia, and at Buenos Ayres a spinning mill which can produce 
2,000 kilos. of yarn a day. 

In the Consul’s opinion, there appears to be a great future for 
cotton cultivation in the Argentine Republic. The actual area 
under cultivation is as follows :—Chaco, 3,280 hectares ; Formosa, 
111 hectares; Missiones, 68 hectares; Corrientes, 495 hectares; 
Santa Fé, 275 hectares; Catamarca, 22 hectares; and La Rioja, 
215 hectares. It is estimated that last year’s cotton crop in the 
Republic amounted to 7,000 metric tons.

PARAGUAY 


Referring to the announcement on p. 94 of the “ Board of Trade: 
Journal” of 9th January respecting the 
Bank establishment of a new bank at Asuncion, 

* Seep. H.M. Consul there (Mr. C. Gosling) reports 
that for the present the bank will only place six million dollars, 
gold, in Asuncion, and of this the Government may take a share 
of two millions. The bank will make a fresh issue of paper, the old 
(government issue, amounting to thirty millions, being redeemable 
by them at the rate of ten paper dollars to the gold dollar. The 
Government are to receive ten per cent. of the total profits of the 
bank, and this sum, together with the export duty on hides, 
amounting perhaps to three hundred thousand dollars paper, will 
be devoted to the amortisation of the Government emission. It is 
calculated thus that within eight or ten years the whole of this 
issue will be called in, the intention being then to place the 
country on a gold basis. 

The advent of this capital, says Mr. Gosling, cannot fail to 
promote industrial enterprises of various kinds, Chief among 
these are sugar planting, for which the land is exceptionally well 
adapted, and cotton and tobacco growing, which are also likely to 
prove successful on a iarge scale.
